President. 

The  memorandum  was  released 


Elder  Tuttle 


after  a Friday  morning  meeting 
of  the  CAA  officers,  IOC  Sports 
Club  representative  Jim  Malone, 
Director  of  Student  Activities  Lyle 
Curtis,  Dean  of  Students  J.  Eliott 
Cameron,  Walker,  and  Baird. 

The  action  was  kindled  by 
“complaints  from  students,  fac- 
ulty, and  administrative  people,” 
according  to  the  memorandum. 

“The  evidence  was  not  inferred, 
rather  admission  of  guilt  was  the 
basis  of  action,”  claimed  Baird. 

The  CAA  had  previously  been 


warned  by  Baird  for  using  pad- 
dles, holding  meetings  on  Sun- 
day and  hazing,  said  Walker. 
Ignorance  of  the  IOC  by-lines  is 
not  ground  for  innocence,  he 
maintained,  “Each  club  president 
and  adviser  is  required  to  know 
them.” 

However,  “I  personally  did  not 
give  the  CAA  any  warning  be- 
cause I had  not  personally  re- 
ceived any  complaints,”  said 
Walker. 

Meanwhile,  Eldredge,  presi- 


dent of  the  54  CAA  members,  felt 
the  decision  unfair,  “because 
other  organizations  have  been 
caught  for  a few  of  the  same 
things  we  did  and  were  only  put 
on  probation.” 

Eldredge  said  CAA  had  not  been 
warned  this  year,  then  clarified 
himself,  “they  never  called  us  in 
and  put  us  on  probation  like  they 
did  other  units.” 

He  told  the  Daily  Universe  he

Still,  BYU  ran  up  its  third 
straight  victory  of  the  young  sea- 
son and  handed  Texas  its  third 
loss  in  four  games. 

Randy  Schouten  was  the  spark 
plug  for  the  Mountain  Cats, 
pumping  in  24  points  for  high 
point  honors.  Forward  K a r i 
Liimo  was  the  only  other  BYU 
man  in  double  figures  with  17 
points. 

Burly  Gary  Ov  e r b e c k of 
Texas  tied  Schouten’s  24-point  ef- 
fort to  share  high  point  honors. 
The  husky  Longhorn  center  gave 
BYU’s  pivotman  Jim  Eakins  and 
Scott  Warner  fits  throughout  the 
game— muscling  the  ball  up  to 
the  basket  and  holding  Eakins 
and  Warner  to  sub-par  scoring 
performances. 

In  the  see-saw  battle,  the  lead 
changed  hands  10  times  and  the 
score  was  tied  four  times.  Last 
time  it  was  tied  was  at  35-35  in 
the  opening  minutes  of  the  sec- 
ond half.  From  there  the  Cou- 
gars quickly  built  a five-point 
margin  and  never  lost  the  lead 
again. 

TENACIOUS  DEFENSE 

BYU’s  defense  was  superb  in 
holding  the  Texans  way  below 
their  normal  output.  The  Long- 
horns have  averaged  51  per  cent 
of  their  shots  this  year,  but  Sat- 
urday night  only  34  per  cent  of

Inasmuch  as  Professor  Farns- 
worth has  added  one  more  chapter 
to  the  endless  attacks  on  the  John 
Birch  Society,  attacks  which  began 
in  the  Communist  Party  newspaper 
People’s  World,  I feel  impelled  to 
once  again  balance  the  scales  of 
truth. 

The  epithet  “extremism”  again 
has  been  applied  to  my  political  be- 
liefs by  Mr.  Farnsworth,  or  I should 
say,  doubly  applied,  since  I am  a 
member  of  both  JBS  and  the  YAF. 
(This  does  not  include  any  official 
connection  between  the  two  groups, 
because  there  is  none.)  If  I were  to 
shout  back  extremist  at  Mr.  Farns- 
worth, he  would  undoubtedly  con- 
sider it  an  insult.  I will  not  do  so,  out 
of  respect  for  his  position.  But  I 
would  like  to  quote  what  Ezra  Taft 
Benson  thinks  about  similar  attacks 
on  the  JBS. 

“As  soon  as  I learned  what  the 
communists  and  liberals  were  doing 
to  the  John  Birch  Society  I felt  a 
deep  indignation  that  this  should 
happen  to  any  non-political,  patriotic 
group  of  American  citizens.  I felt 
it  was  dishonest,  immoral,  and  crass 
hypocrisy.”  (Title  of  Liberty,  p.  36.) 

Mr.  Farnsworth’s  second  point, 
that  the  JBS  was  condemned  by  the 
Prophet,  shows  his  lack  of  further 
research  into  statements  by  the 
First  Presidency  on  the  subject. 


“When  President  McKay  discov- 
ered that  this  statement  was  being 
misinterpreted  and  that  certain  peo- 
ple were  quoting  it  to  prove  the  LDS 
church  was  opposing  the  John  Birch 
Society,  he  authorized  a clarifying 
statement.  This  statement  appeared 
in  the  official  Church  Newspaper 
for  March  16,  1963,  and  says;  ‘The 
Church  is  not  opposing  the  John 
‘ Birch  Society  or  any  other  organiza- 
tion of  like  nature,’  and  that  ‘mem- 
bers of  the  Church  are  free  to  join 
ant  i-communist  organizations.’  ” 
(Prophets,  Principles,  and  National 
Survival,  p.  292.) 

The  JBS  sponsors  a petition  cam- 
paign to  impeach  Earl  Warren.  Pres- 
ident McKay  has  said,  “Evidently, 
the  Supreme  Court  misinterprets  the 
true  meaning  of  the  First  Amend- 
ment, and  is  now  leading  a Christ- 
ian nation  down  the  road  to  athe- 
ism.” (President  David  0.  McKay, 
CN-6/22/63.)  Evidently  some  liberal 
Mormons  see  no  correlations  here.  I 
find  it  hard  to  escape  the  conclusion 
that  the  JBS  is  manifesting  right- 
eous indignation  at  the  Supreme 
Court,  as  has  President  McKay.  Only 
the  liberally  slanted  mind  can  miss 
the  point  in  the  face  of  such  evi- 
dence. 

As  to  Robei’t  Welch  calling  Eisen- 
hower a communist,  again  Mr. 
Farnsworth  has  not  done  his  home- 
work. These  were  not  Welch’s  words. 


After  careful  documentation  of 
Eisenhower’s  record  and  the  things 
that  happened  during  his  admini- 
stration— the  conspiracy  intenvoven 
throughout  these  years  in  our  gov- 
ernment, Mr.  Welch  felt  that  Eisen- 
hower knew  all  of  this  (that  he  was 
not  so  dumb  as  not  to  know)  so,  if 
he  did  know  it,  the  only  conclusion 
he  (Welch)  could  make  was  that  the 
man  was  “either  a willing  agent,  or 
an  integral  and  important  part,  of  a 
conspiracy  of  gangsters  determined 
to  rule  the  world  at  any  cost.”  (p. 
291  The  Politician) 

Mr.  Farnsworth  has  chosen  to  call 
organizations  of  the  far  right  “un- 
patriotic.” Although  we  of  the  right 
resent  this,  I will  not  stoop  to  throw- 
ing the  name  back  at  fc.  Farns- 
worth. We  have  been  commended  by 
a higher  source  than  he,  namely. 
President  McKay  when  he  said,  “We 
therefore,  commend  and  encourage 
every  person  and  every  group  who 
is  sincerely  seeking  to  study  con- 
stitutional principles  and  awaken  a 
sleeping  and  apathetic  people  to  the 
alarming  conditions  which  are  rapid- 
ly advancing  about  us.” 

In  this  statement  concerning  the 
position  of  the  Church  on  commu- 
nism, President  McKay  said,  “Sup- 
porting, the  FBI,  the  police,  the  con- 
gressional committees  investigating 
communism,  and  various  organiza- 
tions that  are  attempting  to  awaken 
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the  people  through  educatk 
means  is  a policy  we  warmly  endo  j- 
for  all  our  people.”  (Incidentally 
other  of  the  “extremist”  prograk 
of  the  JBS  is  called  “Support  Y( 
Local  Police.”) 

If  Mr.  Farnsworth  had  read  Y. 
and  JBS  literature  he  would  kn' 
that  both  of  them  are,  by  definiti 
educational  organizations  attem 
ing  to  awaken  people  to  the  dang  t 
of  communism.

The  disbanding  of  the  CAA  as  a campus 
organization  will  no-doubt  be  met  with 
mixed  emotions  across  the  campus. 

To  members  of  the  group  it  will  be  a 
veritable  social  tragedy.  A familiar  red 
blazer  banished  to  a dusty  closet. 

To  rival  organizations  it  will  provide  a 
chance  to  say  “We  told  you  so.”  But  it 
should  also  serve  as  a reminder  of  the  limits 
under  which  clubs  may  operate  on  campus. 

The  reasons  behind  the  decision  to  dis- 
band the  organization  appear  quite  sound 
and  justify  the  action  taken.

Arthur  Gold  was  born  in  Toron- 
to, Canada  of  Russian  parentage.

Robert  Fizdale  also  began  his 
career  at  a young  age.

The  ghost  of  BYU  past  will  fade 
into  oblivion  come  next  fall. 

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
announced  Friday  that  after  92 
years  BYU  will  discontinue  oper- 
ation of  its  private  laboratory 
school  at  the  end  of  the  current 
year. 

The  school,  which  includes  Brig- 
ham Young  High  and  Elementary 
School,  was  originally  a part  of 
Brigham  Young  Academy,  prede- 
cessor to  the  present  BYU.  The 
school  is  located  on  the  old  lower 
campus  of  the  University.

President  Wilkinson  explained 
that  the  Laboratory  School  has 
outlived  its  original  purpose  of 
training  student  teachers,  since 
the  thousands  of  teachers  produced 
by  the  BYU  cannot  train  there  but 
must  gain  their  practice  in  the 
schoolrooms  of  districts  in  Utah 
and  surrounding  states.

MOSCOW  (UPI) — The  Soviet  Union  Sunday  accused  the 
United  States  of  planning  to  expand  the  Vietnam  war  to  other 
nations  of  Southeast  Asia  and  said  such  efforts  will  be 
“strongly  rebuffed.” 

“A  new  campaign  of  provocations  against  neutral  Cam- 
bodia is  under  way  in  the  United  States,”  the  Soviet  News 
Agency  Tass  said.  “Calls  are  made  to  blockade  the  coast  of 
that  country  or  even  to  stage  a direct  invasion  of  its  terri- 
tory.” 

INDUSTRIAL  ATOM  BLAST  DETONATED 

GASBUGGY  SITE,  N.M.  (UPI) — A man-made  earth- 
quake jolted  the  rolling  hills  of  northern  New  Mexico  Sunday 
in  the  world’s  first  underground  nuclear  explosion  for  private 
industry. 

The  twice-delayed  detonation  of  a 26-kiloton  hydrogen 
bomb  was  designed  to  give  birth  to  a new  technique  for  re- 
covering natural  gas. 

The  test,  part  of  the  nation’s  “Plowshare”  program, 
took  place  4,240  feet  underground  in  an  El  Paso  Natural 
Gas  lease. 

HUAC  REPORTS  KKK  POPULATION 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)— America’s  Ku  Klux  Klan  popu- 
lation in  1967  stood  at  slightly  less  than  17,000,  a far  cry 
from  the  invisible  empire’s  better  days,  but  still  strong 
enough  to  produce  “death,  destruction  and  fear,”  the  House 
Committee  on  un-American  Activities  reported  Sunday. 

Most  Klansmen  located  in  the  south,  through  some  “kla- 
verns”  were  found  as  far  north  as  Michigan,  the  committee 
reported. 


Cap  Week  Of  Victories  . . 


Gl's  Throw  Back  Commie  Hophea 


SAIGON  (UPI)— North  Vietnam- 
ese troops  who  attacked  a U.S. 
Army  fortress  60  miles  north  of 
Saigon  near  An  Loc  reeled  back 
into  the  jungles  Sunday  leaving 
the  bodies  of  124  comrades  strewn 
on  the  battlefield  or  impaled  on 
barbed  wire.  A sergeant  strangled 
one  charging  Communist  and  field 
doctors  said  the  suicidal  team  was 
crazed  with  heroin. 

The  victorious  1st  Infantry  Di- 
vision defenders  of  An  Loc  counted 
one  American  killed  and  31 
wounded  in  a one  hour  and  17 
minute  fight  before  dawn  Sunday 
that  sent  North  Vietnamese  and 
Viet  Cong  losses  to  more  than 


1,300  men  killed  in  seven  major 
battles  since  last  Monday. 

It  was  one  of  the  most  success- 
ful weeks  of  the  war  for  Allied 
forces  who  defeated  Communist 
units  at  every  turn  in  fighting  that 
raged  the  length  and  breadth  of 
South  Vietnam  from  Mekong  River 
Delta  to  the  coastal  lowlands.  An- 
nounced Allied  losses  through  Sun- 
day afternoon  were  comparatively 
light— 34  Americans  and  122  South 
Vietnamese  killed. 

The  An  Loc  and  Delta  victories 
dominated  war  communiques,  but 
new  fighting  erupted  Sunday  on  the 
Bong  Son  plain  300  miles  north- 
east of  Saigon  where  American  air

FORT  WALTON  BEACH,  Fla. 
(UPI)— Tornadoes  lashed  a 150- 
mile  section  of  Florida  and  Ala- 
bama along  the  Gulf  of  Mexico 
Sunday,  killing  at  least  one  person, 
injuring  at  least  150  and  leaving 
hundreds  more  homeless.
